Government urged to commit to much-needed Met 

FUNDS CALI ON 
HOSPITAL WORK

COUNCIL chiefs have urged 
the Government to commit 
the money needed to get 
work re-started on the Mid¬ 
land Metropolitan Hospital. 

Sandwell Council bosses say resi¬ 
dents desperately need the new state- 
of-the-art hospital and that the longer 
the building is left to deteriorate, the 
more it will cost in the long run. 

Leaders have also expressed their disappoint¬ 
ment at the Government’s response to a letter 
sent by the Sandwell Health and Wellbeing 
Board in June in which it raised serious con¬ 
cerns about the delays following the collapse of 
Carillion in January. 

Health and wellbeing board chairman Coun¬ 
cillor Ann Shackleton, cabinet member for so¬ 
cial care, said: “The Government’s response 
has caused genuine concern as it talks about 
‘the need to protect the interests of taxpayers 
in any plan to finish the construction of the 
hospital’ but makes no reference to the needs 
of people who use NHS services in Sandwell. 

Important 

“This hospital is so important, both for local 
health services and economic regeneration. We 
really need the Government to sort out this sit¬ 
uation - and to do it quickly.” 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust is working with the Government 
and other partners to try to get construction 
back under way. 

At a full council meeting last week, council¬ 
lors unanimously passed a motion calling on 
the Government ‘to commit the money neces¬ 
sary and get work started again on the Mid¬ 
land Metropolitan Hospital as soon as possible 
to avoid the further dilapidation of the existing 
building...and enable the opening of the hos¬ 
pital by 2022’. The council will now formally 
write to the new Secretary of State for Health 
and Social Care, Matt Hancock. 

Council leader Steve Eling said: “The Gov¬ 
ernment’s response makes no promise about 
getting construction of the hospital going 
again. The building is in a state of deteriora¬ 
tion now, so it’s only going to get worse. The 
longer it goes on, the bigger the repair job will 
be and this will ultimately leave an even bigger 
bill for taxpayers.”

Illegal cigarettes 
worth £3m seized 

MORE than seven million illegal ciga¬ 
rettes and nearly 500kg of hand rolling 
tobacco - with an estimated retail value 
of more than £3 million - have been 
seized by Central England Trading 
Standards Authorities. 

The goods seized cost the taxpayer 
nearly £2m. Sandwell Councillor Elaine 
Costigan, for public health and protec¬ 
tion, said: “The loss to the tax payer 
means less money being spent on local 
communities, schools and the NFIS.” 

ARRESTS 

10 kilo heroin stash 
found in boot of car 

TWO men have been charged after 10 
kilos of heroin was discovered stashed in 
a suitcase in the boot of a car. 

Abid Hussain, aged 50, of Wells Ave¬ 
nue, Wednesbury, and 54-year-old Janger 
Khan of William Cook Road, Birmingham, 
appeared at Uxbridge Magistrtates Court 
for possession with intent to supply Class 
A drugs.

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Youngsters' crafts and sports boost 

CHILDREN enjoyed a day of crafts and sports when a 
school for visually-impaired pupils hosted an activity day. 

Priestley Smith School, in Birmingham, is a specialist 
centre for children between the ages of two and 19 with 
severe sight loss. The leadership team aims to provide 
a safe environment for pupils to learn the conventional 
curriculum, as well as braille, mobility, perceptual devel¬ 
opment and independent living skills. 

An activity day was held where pupils from mainstream 
and resource-based schools in Birmingham were invited 
to join children from Priestley Smith to a soft play centre. 

Priestley Smith was supported by West Bromwich Al¬ 
bion Academy, Unity Trust Bank, and Asda. Albion pro¬ 
vided help for the school’s football activities and Asda 
supplied fruit for children to make tropical fruit cocktails. 

Tree damage costs 
taxpayers £320,000 

DAMAGE to homes caused by 
council-owned trees in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire has 
cost the taxpayer more than 
£320,000 in just four years. 

New figures reveal the cash settle¬ 
ments made by councils, including 
£18,776 in Sandwell for a tree which 
fell on a garage and home. 

Walsall Council paid out £18,200 for 
damage caused to a patio by roots and 
Dudley Council £14,450 for property sub¬ 
sistence caused by roots. 

Wolverhampton Council did not pay out 
for one claim relating to home damage 
caused by trees. 

It was reported last month that councils 
in the Black Country had chopped down 
a total of 6,359 trees over the past three 
years. 

Settled 

In Sandwell, where the council settled 54 
cases totalling £104,890, Councillor David 
Hosell, cabinet member for highways and 
environment, said ‘protecting people and 
property is always our top priority’. 

He added: “We have felled just over 2,000 
diseased, damaged and dangerous trees 
over the past three years. We only fell dis¬ 
eased, damaged and dangerous trees. 

“We have also planted more than 240. 

We review our tree policy regularly. When 
we inspect trees, we also look for other 
problems trees may be causing - such as 
damage to infrastructure. We then consider 
the best option for the tree in question.” 

In Walsall, where the council settled 
£93,683 over 37 cases, Councillor Loise 
Harrison, cabinet member for the envi¬ 
ronment, said: “Walsall Council maintains 
around 35,000 trees, not including wood¬ 
lands, across the borough. 

“The council’s approach to tree risk 
management ensures it meets its statutory 
obligations as a responsible tree owner, as 
detailed in Walsall’s Urban Forestry Strat¬ 
egy.”

13,000 quit 
smoking in 
the borough 
over 5 years 

COUNCIL bosses want to cut its stop 
smoking budget by £360,000 after fig¬ 
ures showed 13,000 fewer people light 
up than five years ago. 

The percentage of smokers in the bor¬ 
ough has fallen from nearly 23 per cent, 
to 19 per cent of adults in five years - 
around 61,845 of its population. 

The figure is still higher than the na¬ 
tional average of 19 per cent. However, 
the council has revealed the existing 
budget for the programme could be 
cut from £810,000 a year to £450,000 if 
plans are agreed this week. 

The council currently offers a variety 
of services to help people quit smoking 
but bosses said they were developing 
new ways of delivering stop smoking 
services and admitted many have now 
switched to e-cigarettes. 

Councillor Elaine Costigan, cabinet 
member for public health and protec¬ 
tion, insisted smoking cessation was still 
a key priority. She said: “The reduced 
budget for our stop smoking service will 
more closely reflect our previous spend¬ 
ing on smoking cessation in Sandwell. 

“We are also developing innovative 
ways of delivering stop smoking ser¬ 
vices through a self-help digital system 
and helping smokers to access services 
locally.” 

Old health club 
beats guide price 

A FORMER health and fitness club and 
a children’s centre beat their guide pric¬ 
es at a property auction in Birmingham. 

The former Sprintz club at Cramp 
Hill in Wednesbury, which contains two 
squash courts, dance studios and gym 
and leisure facilities, sold for £305,000. 
It had a guide of £275,000 in the SDL 
Auctions Bigwood auction at Villa Park. 

The eight-bedroomed former chil¬ 
dren’s residential centre, The Windmill 
Centre at Windmill Lane in Wolver¬ 
hampton, which had a guide of more 
than £450,000 sold for £480,000. It is 
located on half acre site and has 10 park¬ 
ing spaces. 

A former mill, converted into five 
commercial and nine residential units, 
at Spring Head in Wednesbury, sold for 
£625,000.

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£40,000 in 
fines for 
drivers at 
beautyspot 

MORE than £40,000 worth of park¬ 
ing fines have been issued to drivers 
flouting the rules at Sandwell Valley 
Country Park. 

The fees were controversially intro¬ 
duced at the beauty spot at the end 
of 2016. 

Council bosses say the introduction 
has ‘improved the parking situation’ 
as they have issued 2,221 fines up 
until June 22. 

Drivers flouting the rules were 
made to pay a total of £42,799 in fines 
over the same period. Council bosses 
have previously said all money raised 
from Sandwell Valley parking pay¬ 
ments is put back into the upkeep of 
the park. 

Councillor David Hosell, cabinet 
member for highways and environ¬ 
ment, said: “The introduction of the 
charges has improved the parking sit¬ 
uation in Sandwell Valley. 

“And not only has the parking sit¬ 
uation down at the valley improved, 
we have money to invest in the park - 
which was the aim of bringing in this 
small charge for parking there. 

“The majority of people who visit 
the valley do heed the signs. However 
there are some people who don’t buy 
a ticket and end up with a parking 
fine.” 

Drivers have to pay from 40p for 
an hour up to £2 for more than four 
hours. Those who don’t pay face fines 
of £50. 

PCC role in line 
to be scrapped 

THE office of West Midlands Police & 
Crime Commissioner is in line to be 
scrapped under plans signed off by 
council leaders at a heated meeting. 

Tory Mayor Andy Street wants the 
elected position, currently held by La¬ 
bour’s David Jamieson, to come under 
the mayoral remit from May 2020. It 
comes after council leaders on the 
West Midlands Combined Author¬ 
ity (WMCA) agreed to push through 
a move to ditch the role, which was 
outlined in the West Midlands second 
devolution deal. 

Initially the WMCA board was di¬ 
vided over party lines on the issue. 
Councillor Mike Bird said a failure to 
sign off on the merger could see the 
region ‘lose out on devolution deal 
two’ altogether.

'Drifter' guilty of plot to behead PM 



Rahman pledged 
allegiance to IS 


AN Islamic State terrorist has been found 
guilty of a plot to behead the Prime Min¬ 
ister in a suicide attack on the heart of 
government. 

Naa’imur Zakariyah Rahman, aged 20, 
planned to bomb the gates of 10 Downing 
Street, kill guards and then attack The¬ 
resa May with a knife or gun. 

He had pledged allegiance to IS and 
collected what he thought was an explo- 
sives-packed rucksack when he was ar¬ 
rested last November. 

The ‘drifter’, originally from Birming¬ 
ham, thought he was being helped by an 
IS handler when in fact he was talking to 


undercover officers. Following an Old Bai¬ 
ley trial, Rahman, from Finchley, north 
London, was found guilty of preparing acts 
of terrorism in Britain. 

Midway through the trial, he admitted 
helping his friend Mohammed Aqib Imran 
to join IS in Libya by recording an IS spon¬ 
sorship video. 

Imran, 22, from south-east Birming¬ 
ham, was found guilty of having a terror¬ 
ist handbook after the jury deliberated 
for 13 hours. Rahman was snared by a 
network of undercover counter-terrorism 
officers from the Metropolitan Police, the 
FBI and MI5. The trial had heard how he 


was encouraged by an uncle who travelled 
to Syria to fight and was killed in a drone 
strike last June. 

Rahman came to the attention of police 
in August last year when he was arrested 
on suspicion of sending indecent images to 
under-age girls, but never charged. 

An examination of his mobile phone 
raised concern he may be harbouring ex¬ 
tremist views. After his uncle’s death, he 
became even more determined and turned 
to the internet for help in his attack plans. 

Imran denied all the charges against 
him and Rahman had denied preparing 
terrorist acts. 


Revamp plan to breathe 
new life into market 


WEST Bromwich’s struggling in¬ 
door market could be redeveloped 
under plans to breathe new life into 
the site. 

The number of traders has dwindled in re¬ 
cent years and council bosses are now consid¬ 
ering a programme of investment to save the 
flagging market. 

Concerns over the future of the market have 
been growing amid claims from traders it will 
struggle to survive without support from the 
council, which agreed a 25 per cent rent cut 
last year. 

A report has now revealed council bosses are 
drawing plans for the redevelopment of the 
market. It is likely chiefs will want to be con¬ 
fident changes could help the market flourish 
before agreeing to invest money into it. 

The 25 per cent rate discount is set to be 
extended until September while plans for the 
future of the market are discussed. 

Concerns 

Councillor David Hosell, cabinet member for 
highways and environment, said: “The coun¬ 
cil is reviewing options of how to improve the 
indoor market in Kings Square, West Brom¬ 
wich. following concerns raised by traders that 
footfall has declined over the last year and that 
some traders have left the market. 

“As cabinet member with responsibility for 
council markets I have had meetings with trad¬ 
ers on several occasions over the last year to 
discuss their concerns. 

“As a result we have responded with a short 
term reduction in stall fees, to help offset the 
decline in traders’ income caused by reduced 
sales, while the council investigates a more sus¬ 
tainable and long-term solution. 

“At this stage of the review the council is ex¬ 
ploring whether the market could be re-mod- 
elled to make it more attractive to shoppers, 
and what the investment implications may be. 
The review will be carried out over the summer 
and autumn.” 

West Bromwich Councillor Laura Rollins 
said she would welcome investment in the 
market.

Suspect faces 
firearm charge 

A SUSPECT wanted in connection 
with firearms offences has been extra¬ 
dited to the UK. 

Nazarat Hussain, aged 34, of Sun¬ 
dial Lane, Great Barr, was arrested at 
Schiphol Airport, Netherlands, under 
a European arrest warrant on July 5. 

He appeared at Birmingham magis¬ 
trates court charged with possession 
of and conspiracy to transfer a pro¬ 
hibited weapon. He was remanded in 
custody to appear before Birmingham 
Crown Court on August 16. 

Officers recovered a 9mm self-load¬ 
ing pistol from a vehicle in Birming¬ 
ham in December 2016. Investigations 
manager Colin Williams said: “This 
investigation relates to the discovery 
of a firearm that could have been used 
to commit acts of violence.” 

Gazza vow after 
event walkout 

ENGLAND legend Paul Gascoigne 
has vowed to host a free show for fans 
who were let down after he walked 
out of an event in Wolverhampton. 

Hundreds of fans packed into the 
Starworks Warehouse on Friday night 
when the ex-midfielder refused to ap¬ 
pear on stage in a dispute over his fee. 

Tweets later posted by the star 
claimed the venue and booking com¬ 
pany had failed to pay him. Gazza has 
said he would offer another free event 
for anyone who was ‘let down’. 

A Starworks spokesman said Gaz- 
za’s fee had been paid. 

Campus honoured 
with Green Flag 

A UNIVERSITY campus in the West 
Midlands has been recognised by the 
Green Flag award scheme as one of 
the best in the world. 

The University of Birmingham’s 
Edgbaston site joins 16 other green 
spaces awarded recognition in Bir¬ 
mingham. 

The campus is among a re¬ 
cord-breaking 1,883 UK parks and 
green spaces that this week received 
a prestigious Green Flag award, an 
international mark of environmental 
quality.

Mayor's vow on station completion date 


WEST Midlands Mayor Andy Street 
says it is ‘unthinkable’ that an up¬ 
grade to a key railway station will not 
be finished in time for the Common¬ 
wealth Games in four years’ time. 

It was announced at a meeting of 
the Transport Delivery Committee 
last week that the Perry Barr project 
was one of the combined authority’s 
biggest transport concerns. 

Using a traffic light-style system 


whereby green indicates everything 
is going well and red indicates seri¬ 
ous problems, a progress report gave 
Perry Barr station an amber/red sta¬ 
tus. 

Project delivery manager Alison 
Peckmore even suggested that the up¬ 
grades may be done in two parts, with 
the ‘nice to haves’, completed after 
the Commonwealth Games, which 
Birmingham will be hosting in 2022. 


However, the mayor says now that 
the potential issues have been identi¬ 
fied, all efforts will be put into making 
sure that the station is ready for when 
the Games are staged in four years’ 
time. 

“The good thing about this RAG - 
red, amber, green - system that we 
have is it does help us to identify po¬ 
tential issues ahead of time, allowing 
us to tackle them early,” Mr Street 


said. “But the station at Perry Barr 
was part of the bid for the Common¬ 
wealth Games, meaning it’s one of the 
reasons we were chosen in the first 
place. So, as I say, it’s unthinkable 
that the station wouldn’t be finished 
in time.” 

The current estimated completion 
date for the station is May 1, 2022, 
with the games scheduled to begin 
under two months later, on July 27. 


Crackdown on town 
violence and begging

A CRACKDOWN on gang-re- 
lated violence and begging in 
West Bromwich town centre 
is in the pipeline. 

A public spaces protection order 
(PSPO) was due to receive final 
approval at a meeting held last 
night (Wednesday). 

It is planned for the town in a bid to 
ease concerns raised by shoppers and 
businesses. The plan has been over¬ 
whelmingly backed, with around 95 
per cent of people saying they were in 
favour following a consultation. 

The order, initially lasting for three 
years, will cover the town centre and 
take effect from August, pending final 
approval. Council bosses have made 
the move to try to cut down crime and 
anti-social behaviour in the town cen¬ 
tre. Threatening behaviour and beg¬ 
ging will be banned in the town centre 
under the terms of the order. 

Driver 

Leader Steve Eling said the decision 
had been taken based on the level of 
concern from the public. He said: “The 
main issue is anti-social behaviour and 
gangs. We have had some gang-related 
anti-social behaviour in West Brom¬ 
wich and that has been the driver be¬ 
hind having the PSPO. 

“We have had a consultation and 
there is very strong support. We are 
listening to concerns being raised by 
the public, traders and shoppers in 
West Bromwich as well as the police.” 

A report on the PSPO said it would 
also aim to clamp down on ‘alcohol-re¬ 
lated’ violence and threatening behav¬ 
iour. Begging and ‘loitering’ with the 
intention of getting money from shop¬ 
pers will be banned. 

The report said: “Crime and ASB in 
the town centre impacts negatively on 
confidence in the town’s leisure, enter¬ 
tainment and shopping offer.”

Council in 
pledge over 
resurfacing 
of highways 

ROADS the equivalent size of almost 
50 football pitches will be resurfaced 
in Sandwell over the summer. 

Sandwell Council is investing more 
than £lmillion in improving highways 
and preventing potholes next winter, 
following the cold snap during the 
first part of the year. 

Sandwell Council’s highways team 
has already resurfaced 61 roads since 
the late spring. By the end of early 
autumn, more than 342,000m2 of 112 
roads will have been resurfaced - the 
equivalent of 48 football pitches. 

The work is expected to cost just 
over £lmillion and will be on top of 
further planned resurfacing and re¬ 
construction work that to be carried 
out throughout the rest of the year. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member 
for highways and environment Coun¬ 
cillor David Hosell said: “The roads 
were severely impacted by the win¬ 
ter’s sustained bad weather. We had 
freezing temperatures and snow on 
the ground for many months. 

“We’ve committed this money not 
only to pothole repairs but to resur¬ 
facing roads extensively to protect 
them for years to come.” 

The resurfacing is now done in a 
more environmentally friendly way 
- re-using hundreds of tonnes of recy¬ 
cled stone chippings. Contractor Kiely 
Bros has developed a system that 
grades and washes the loose chippings 
recovered from newly resurfaced 
roads across the West Midlands - in¬ 
stead of simply sending them to tip.” 

A couple of days after the work is 
done, a road sweeper is sent out to 
pick up the loose chippings, enabling 
them to be washed and recycled to use 
on the next resurfacing project. 

Funding to tackle 
shortage of skills 

THE West Midlands is building a mul¬ 
ti-million pound war chest to address 
the region’s chronic skills shortage, 
Mayor Andy Street has said. 

Speaking at the launch of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s new £69 million skills 
deal for the region, the mayor said a 
number of elements were ‘falling into 
place’ to combat the lack of training 
opportunities. 

The deal announced by Education 
Secretary Damian Hinds, will fund 
the creation of new apprenticeships 
and careers advice, improve facilities 
in local colleges and pilot a National 
Retaining Scheme to drive adult 
learning and retraining. 

And Mr Street says he is ‘optimis¬ 
tic’ a £28m deal to create institutes of 
technology (IoT) in Dudley and Soli¬ 
hull will also be given the green light.

750-place secondary 
school given go-ahead 


A NEW 750-place secondary school 
in West Bromwich has been given 
the go-ahead. 

West Bromwich Collegiate Academy 
will be built on land off Kelvin Way after 
proposals were approved by members of 
Sandwell Council at a meeting last Tues¬ 
day. 

Work on the school is set to begin within 
weeks, with its first 150 Year 7 pupils starting 
in September next year when it is scheduled 
to open. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, cabinet member 
for children’s services, said he welcomed the 
decision. 

He said: “This will be the second new sec¬ 
ondary school to open in Sandwell in the last 
10 years - following on from the successful Q3 
Academy Langley in Oldbury, which opened in 
2016.

“This is a much-needed school in West Brom¬ 
wich where it is expected there will be increas¬ 
ing demand for secondary school places in the 
next few years.” 

The new academy will be run by Shireland 
Collegiate Academy Trust, which runs a num¬ 
ber of schools including Shireland Collegiate 
Academy in Smethwick - which Ofsted graded 
as ‘outstanding’ in 2013. 

Its approval comes as part of a £10.8 million 
plan to increase the number of places for pupils 
in the borough, which is predicted to need an 
extra 3,500 by 2025 due to an increasing pop¬ 
ulation. 

Chief Executive of the Shireland Collegiate 
Academy Trust, Sir Mark Grundy, said: “We 
are incredibly proud to have been asked to 
work with Sandwell Council on the develop¬ 
ment of this new school. 

“The development of the West Bromwich 
Collegiate Academy will allow us to establish a 
high-quality level of provision for the families 
and the community.” 

Parents have been able to apply for places at 
the new academy from last week.

New-style 
lessons 
that may 
not add up 

THE bold new future of British educa¬ 
tion. New government guidelines mean 
that from 2020, infant-school pupils will 
be taught about responsible use of social 
media, transgender issues, and the im¬ 
portance of getting exercise. 

The only problem is, when it comes to 
those boring, old-fashioned fuddy-duddy 
subjects, you know, reading, writing and 
arithmetic, our schools lag way behind 
those of countries such as Singapore and 
China. Maybe somewhere, in the very 
crowded curriculum, is there any chance 
of fitting a bit of this stuff in?

FASHION brand Burberry has admitted 
to burning £28 million worth of excess 
stock every year, to stop it being sold to 
the “wrong people”.

ACROSS the West Midlands crime is 
on the rise. Big jumps in violence, sex 
offences and robberies. Nearly 3,000 of¬ 
fences involving knife crime in the past 12 
months alone. Think about that for one 
minute - on average, in the West Mid¬ 
lands, there is a crime involving a blade 
every three hours. 

Police and crime commissioner David 
Jamieson says more resources are need¬ 
ed. Of course he does. And perhaps peo¬ 
ple would be willing to pay a little more in 
tax if they believed it meant more thieves, 
robbers and hoodlums being put away. 

But here’s another statistic. Last year 
West Midlands Police dispatched blue- 
light emergency response vehicles to 94 
reports of so-called hate crimes. Just 24 
of these reports led to an arrest. In 20 of 
these call-outs, the alleged victim didn’t 
want the police there. 

Now, I’m sure many of those cases 
were genuine emergencies, where people 
were in real danger. In those cases it is 
right and proper that the police act swiftly 
and that the assailants face the full force 
of the law. 

However, the fact that nearly a quarter 
of alleged victims didn’t understand why 
the Old Bill were called in the first place 
suggests that sometimes there might 
have been an over-reaction. 

Contrast this to the case of the baby 
abducted in the car-jacking last week, 
when police took 15 minutes to respond. 
The problem is that too often the author¬ 
ities appear more concerned with peo¬ 
ple’s attitudes and motives than what 
they have actually done. Wolf-whistling 
seems to be taken more seriously than 
burglary.

A READER admits he’s puzzled by the sea¬ 
sons in Poldark (BBC1). One moment they’re 
picking apples, the next it’s summer flowers. He 
says: “Time does seem to be going backwards. 
When do the dead characters come back to 
life?” It is strange how film makers muck about 
with the seasons. In that fine 2007 movie Atone¬ 
ment, British soldiers are seen making their way 
towards the 1940 Dunkirk evacuation while 
walking through fields of stubble and picking 
apples from the trees. In May? 

MY car hunt goes on. In the past I have found 
that the car that’s right for you will speak to you. 
A few days ago in a showroom a gleaming white 
Audi convertible spoke to me very seductively 
but unfortunately Mrs Rhodes overheard it. 

“WHEN we divide ourselves by xenophobia .. 
. when we divide ourselves by hatred, at the end 
of the day we all lose,” declares Jeremy Corbyn, 
leader of the Labour Party which, 70 years after 
the Holocaust, still cannot agree on a definition 
of antisemitism.

Crime: All 
we really 
want is 
to feel safe 

A YOUNG man I know was recently at¬ 
tacked by youths who were drinking out¬ 
side a town centre pub, he having seem¬ 
ingly done nothing other than attract their 
attention by wearing his shop uniform. 

The victim and a colleague were re¬ 
peatedly punched and his car damaged. 
He got away and went to Cannock police 
station while they returned to their drink¬ 
ing. Any hopes he had of police swoop¬ 
ing on the thugs were dashed when told 
there was no-one available to deal with 
him and could he return on Monday - this 
was Thursday evening. 

He did return and make a statement 
but heard nothing. Is it too much of a leap 
to think these yobs will now be feeling a 
little invincible having gotten away with 
this brazen attack and do it again? 

Sadly this is not an unusual anecdote 
in Staffordshire or the West Midlands. 
Newspapers and social media are filled 
with similar tales such as businessmen 
watching helpless as burglars ransack 
their premises, closed police stations and 
reported crimes not being investigated. 

Many crimes, it seems, go unreport¬ 
ed. Anti-social behaviour, vandalism, 
even assaults aren’t reported because 
‘the police won’t be interested’, we hear 
people say. The latest crime figures are 
depressing. Possession of weapons of¬ 
fences rose from 1,207 to 1,857 over the 
last five years in the West Midlands, from 
313 to 679 in Staffordshire. Public order 
offences up from 5,368 to 11,579 in the 
West Midlands and from 1,813 to 4,381 
in Staffordshire, according to the Office 
of National Statistics. 

Half of investigations into recorded 
crime in this country are closed without a 
suspect being identified - HALF! 

There will be mitigation of data being 
collected differently, certain crimes more 
commonly reported now and some ‘suc¬ 
cess’ stories. But we don’t need these 
statistics. We are too aware of increasing 
violence, anti-social behaviour, friends 
being robbed or burgled. These figures 
just confirm our worst fears and we are 
afraid. I’m cautious about where I park 
my car, whether my house is secure, 
about walking alone, about thieves or 
fraudsters targeting my elderly relatives. 

But mostly I worry every time my chil¬ 
dren leave the house as I’m sure does 
every single parent as we witness in¬ 
creasing violence in the region robbing 
mothers of their loved ones. I’m tired of 
being told ‘there is not enough money’. 
Keeping people safe, keeping police 
stations open and bobbies on the beat, 
surely these are priorities for any govern¬ 
ment. DIANE DAVIES

Freeview 

interference 


FREEVIEW TV users in Wednesbury have 
been told to seek advice if they are suffering 
interference to their viewing, after 4G masts 
were put up in the area. 

Signs of problems linked to the masts include a 
blocky picture, loss of sound or a ‘no signal’ mes¬ 
sage. The 4G mobile services are intended to give 


people faster access to 
the internet on smart¬ 
phones and tablets. 

However, there is a small 
chance that some 4G mobile 
signals transmitted at 800 
MHz will cause interference 
to Freeview, which is TV re¬ 
ceived via an aerial. 

Because 4G at 800 MHz 
signals sit next to the fre¬ 
quencies used by Freeview, 
they can overload the receiv¬ 
ers in TVs and set-top boxes 
causing interference. 

The good news is help is 
available. Set-up under gov¬ 
ernment direction, a com¬ 
pany called at800 offers free 
support to households that 
rely on Freeview for their 
TV to resolve 4G related in¬ 
terference problems. 

at800 also offers extra 
support for the elderly and 
those that receive disability

premiums (income support). 

Ben Roome, CEO of 
at800, said: “We want to 
ensure that people know it’s 
our role to fix Freeview in¬ 
terference caused by 4G at 
800 MHz, and that there’s 
no charge for our service. 

“If you rely on Freeview 
for TV, we can send you a 
filter to fit yourself, free of 
charge, which fits into the 
aerial lead connecting to 
TVs and set-top boxes to 
block mobile signals. Full 
instructions are included, 
and we can provide further 
advice online and by phone 
if needed.”

NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds doing a wide varie¬ 
ty of jobs. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations. 

It employs 7,500 people, many 
of whom live locally. 

Last year, the trust provided 
care from 150 locations. 

This week we highlight: 

MARY COX 

Paediatric surgery staff nurse 



FOR nearly half a century 
nurse Mary Cox has been 
caring for patients - and there 
is no sign of the 68-year-old 
stopping soon. 

The dedicated paediatric sur¬ 
gery staff nurse qualified in 1971 
and has been working at City Hos¬ 
pital, Birmingham ever since. 

She recalled: “I left my home town 
in Ireland when I was 18 to do my 
nurse training in England where I re¬ 
ally wanted to make a difference. 

Now, 50 years have passed and I still 
think that was the best decision that I 
have ever made.” 

In Mary’s daily role, she ensures 
that everything is ready for patients 
when they come to hospital for their 
operation. 

She said: “I love my job so much. I 
get to meet so many people from all 
walks of life and be there for them in 
their time of need -1 love looking after 
children, and some of them can be in 
pain, or sometimes distressed. 

Experience 

“My team and I always try our best 
to distract them with games and sto¬ 
ries. 

“We also comfort and support 
parents, making sure they are fully 
informed throughout the whole expe¬ 
rience.” 

Mary, who lives with her husband 
Bob in Derbyshire, said she feels priv¬ 
ileged for having the opportunity to 
work for the NHS, one of the most be¬ 
loved institutions in the country, for 
so many years. 

She smiled: “The NHS has truly 
transformed the way it cares for peo¬ 
ple. 

“The quality of treatment is getting 
better every day. 


“Years ago babies diagnosed with 
cystic fibrosis, a genetic condition 
affecting the lungs, had a very low 
chance of survival past their first 
birthday. 

“But now, patients with the disor¬ 
der, are living much longer.” 

Mary continued: “It also used to be 
quite restrictive for parents who were 
accompanying their child into hospital 
for surgery. 

“However, that has completely 
changed now and mums and dads can 
be with their child for as long as they 
want to.” 

The keen gardener has plenty of 
memories of the NHS over the years, 
particularly from the 1970s. 

“Many of our disabled patients were 
in hospital for long periods of time be¬ 
cause they weren’t able to be treated 
at home, so we had a school for them 


based within the hospital. They were 
able to take their exams and complete 
their schooling. 

“We spent so much time with them 
and in a way, we became their second 
family.” 

Mary credits Bob as her inspiration 
- as well as one of her colleagues. 

She said: “My hero is my husband. 
Not only is he a clever man but also he 
has a positive outlook in life. 

“He can always find a solution for 
any challenge and that really inspires 
me. 

“I also have great respect for my 
paediatric ward manager Joy Hay¬ 
wood. She is a great manager and very 
fair. She treats everyone the same and 
makes us feel motivated.” 

Outside work, Mary enjoys look¬ 
ing after her garden and cooking for 
friends and family.

15,000 new homes needed 
every year, experts claim

THE Gallagher Shopping Park in 
Wednesbury has been sold for £175 
million to a South Korean investment 
group. 

It is thought to be the biggest deal 
for a retail warehouse site so far this 
year and is the first time Korean inves¬ 
tors have stepped into the UK retail 
sector 

The 195,000 sq ft shopping park 
off Junction 9 of the M6 is anchored 
by Next and Currys and includes 


major names such as TKMaxx, Outfit, 
Mamas and Papas, Boots, Furniture 
Village, SCS, Harveys, M&S Simply 
Food, Oak Furniture Land, Sofology 
and Tapi as well as Costa, Burger King 
and Pizza Hut restaurants. 

It has been sold by owner KKR, a 
global investment group, but its op¬ 
erating partner Quadrant Estates is 
being retained by the Koreans to run 
the site. 

The new owner is a real estate fund 


managed by Korean asset manager 
KAIM and backed by South Korean 
banking giant Hana. Sangmin Lee, 
chief information officer of KAIM, 
said: “We are delighted to have ac¬ 
quired this asset, which offers our 
investors an attractive combination of 
secure income returns and longer term 
upside potential. We are attracted to it 
by its inherent strength evidenced by 
the retailers’ trading performance and 
location.” 


ALMOST 15,000 homes need to be built in the re¬ 
gion every year, according to housing experts. 

The West Midlands Combined Authority is urging councils to speed 
up the delivery of housing, bringing in 215,000 new homes by 2031. 

Currently, 13,248 homes are to be built, according to Local Plans, for each 
council across the West Midlands. In a Spatial Investment and Delivery Plan 
published by the WMCA, it says 14,435 need to be built each year. 

It states: “In considering the need 


for new homes across the WMCA area, 
the SIDP takes account of numbers 
arising from the Government’s pro¬ 
posals in the National Planning Policy 
Framework consultation for assessing 
objective need. 

“Across the WMCA area these re¬ 
sult in a number of 14,435 homes per 
annum. However, taking account of 
previous under-performance the an¬ 
nual trajectories to meet existing local 
plans would require 15,905 homes per 
annum.” 

Land has already been earmarked 
in each local authority area for new 
homes,which is in the report. 

In Wolverhampton, they include 
250 new homes on the city canalside 
and at transport interchange; homes 
at the former Springfield Campus, 339 
homes at the former Wolverhampton 
Royal, 265 homes at a cleared indus¬ 
trial site off Cable Street and 365 
homes in Heath Town. 

In Walsall, 310 homes are to be built 
at the former Reedswood Caparo fac¬ 
tory and 395 homes in Goscote. 

In Dudley town centre, more than 
300 new homes will be built, while 
there will also be housing develop¬ 
ment going alongside the new Metro 
line which heads to Wednesbury. 

In Smethwick they include 720 new 
homes off Grove Lane and 450 homes 
at Windmill Eye.

Boss ban 
after firm 
collapses 

A CONSTRUCTION boss 
has been disqualified after 
his company collapsed ow¬ 
ing almost £470,000. 

Martin Baker, director 
of C J M Tiling Limited, 
Cradley Heath, has been 
disqualified for seven years 
after failing to declare all 
the company’s sales income. 

The 50-year-old, of Old¬ 
bury, cannot now promote, 
manage, or be a director of 
a limited company. Jane 
Knight, deputy head of in¬ 
solvency investigations for 
the Insolvency Service, said: 
“Under-declaration of the 
VAT deprives the exchequer 
of the monies needed to pro¬ 
vide public services. 

“In co-operation with 
HM Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC), the Insolvency 
Service will not hesitate to 
investigate such misconduct 
with disqualification as a di¬ 
rector the likely outcome.” 

The ban came after 
HMRC made unannounced 
visits to the Halesowen 
Road construction com¬ 
pany in December 2015 and 
March 2016. Officers found 
Baker had under-declared 
the company’s VAT liabil¬ 
ities by not revealing all of 
its sales and used an addi¬ 
tional bank account to de¬ 
posit his sales income.

Silver Eye features dance music, which evokes a 
pagan ritual rather than a club soundtrack. Cold, metallic 
electronics with a hot current of blood running through 
them. Cinematic pop music with a twist. A celebration of 
the thirst for transformation and intense sensation. A 21st 
century moondance. It weaves together the two strands 
of Goldfrapp’s music like never before. 

The Stranglers are perennial favourites and were on the 
road earlier this year with their Definitive Tour.

Checking in for a new series 
with more famous faces 


M aking TV programmes isn’t 
easy. Everyone wants to 
create a hit, but how do you 
do that? Some producers decide to 
copy a previous show’s success, 
making it just different enough to 
avoid any trouble. 

The brains behind The Real 
Marigold Hotel did something very 
smart indeed. They took the 
premise of the film The Best Exotic 
Marigold Hotel and tried to find out if 
British pensioners really could make 
their pensions stretch further by 
moving to India. 

“BBC Two has a strong track 
record of creating bold new factual 
formats and Marigold proved to be 
an instant break through,” says the 
channel’s editor, Patrick Holland. 
“Who would have thought that a 
show about retirement would 
become such a hit with audiences 
young and old?” 

Well, perhaps it’s down to 
the fact that we are, according to 
statistics, an ageing nation, 
so the subject matter appeals to 
more of us - we’re either around the 
same age as the participants or, if 


we’re lucky, we will be one day and 
want to know want options lay 
ahead. 

The first series saw the celebrities 
spend three weeks sampling the 
sights and sounds of Jaipur, capital 
of the state of Rajasthan in Northern 
India. They set up home in a haveli - 
a private mansion - where they had 
to work out whether they could take 
care of themselves or need staff to 
lend a hand. 

That run proved to be so popular 
that the second series moved to 
BBC One, with a new batch of 
famous faces setting up home in 
Kochi; two spin-offs saw celebs 
from both seasons travelling to 
Florida, Kyoto, China, Cuba, Iceland 
and Thailand.

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Don’t let your dog get hot under the collar 

Paws for thought 
to keep dogs cool 

Britain is experiencing a scorcher of a summer 
with temperatures soaring into the 30s during July. 
Forecasts are expected to stay sunny and hot, which 
is good news for sun-seekers but the heat can make 
family dogs feel very hot under the collar. 

The current heatwave has led to a surge in calls to the 
RSPCA. The animal charity has received 2,835 calls over 
the past month from concerned members of the public, 
the majority of which related to dogs left in cars. 

Temperatures in cars can rise very quickly. Even at a 
comfortable 22 degrees Celsius outside, a car can reach 
an unbearable 47 degrees Celsius in under an hour. A 
dog can die within minutes in a hot car, warning that 
owners should never risk leaving their dog in the car, even 
for short periods. 

To help raise awareness, Skoda has created a series of 
pictures called ‘Cool Dogs in Cool Cars’ featuring RSPCA 
rescue dogs, to show pet owners that they should never 
leave a dog alone in a vehicle. When driving the advice is 
to always keep windows open or use air conditioning to 
keep pooches in maximum comfort. 

“Our pet dogs are part of the family so it’s great that so 
many families choose to take their canine companion with 
them on holiday and for days out,” RSPCA dog welfare 
expert Lisa Richards said. 

“If you face a long journey with your four-legged friend 
it’s really important to make sure everyone is safe, secure 
and comfortable for the duration of the drive.” 

Journey

• In hot weather, always leave the window slightly open 
when driving to provide fresh air for your dog. Summer

• Invest in appropriate pet restraints, such as a pet 
barrier or seat belt, to ensure your dog remains in the 
back of the car throughout your journey

• When the vehicle is moving, don’t let a dog hang its 
head outside car windows, no matter how much they 
enjoy it!

• Keep a close eye on your pet when travelling to make 
sure they are not showing signs of travel-related problems 
such as barking, whining, jumping, salivating, vomiting,

• Dogs travel better without a full stomach so it’s best to 
feed them more than two hours before you set off

Commercial vehicle range keeping diesel alive 



Ford says there is still a need for diesel engines on commercial vehicles 


Diesel engines still have a future at Ford, 
according to the Blue Oval’s powertrain 
chief, but almost entirely because the 
firm’s commercial vehicle customers 
demand it. 

Speaking at the launch of the new Focus 
- itself benefitting from two new diesel 
engines from launch - Ford of Europe chief 
powertrain engineer Simon Palmer hinted 
that with diesel-powered cars becoming 
ever more complex and expensive, it’s 
not passenger car sales that are keeping 
development worthwhile. 

“We’re seeing a significant reduction in 
demand for diesel engines on passenger 
cars - and even more so on small 
passenger cars,” Palmer said. 

“I think we can all see that the divide 
between gasoline and diesel in small and 
medium passenger cars - in terms of 
fuel efficiency - is reducing, and so the 
business case as an individual for buying a 
diesel is far weaker today than it was five or 
10 years ago. 

“We have to remember as well, diesel 
engines require a significant amount of 
after-treatment and engine technology to 
meet the latest emission standards. 

“So in short they are expensive, and 
you have to balance that out with the 


affordability of small passenger cars,” he 
said. 

Despite this - and the current 
‘demonisation’ of the fuel across Europe 
- Ford has invested heavily in the 
development of two all-new ‘EcoBlue’ 


diesels in the last 18 months: a 1.5 and 
a 2.0-litre in various states of tune. Why? 
Customers of its profitable commercial 
vehicle range still rely on diesel. 

“We still see a need for diesel engines 
on commercial vehicles, and obviously 


what we’re looking to do is try and protect 
our diesel engines’ longevity,” Palmer 
explained.

Darren hopes Albion will

WHEN Darren Moore went back to Frat- 
ton Park with Albion as a player, he used 
to take the unusual measure of meeting 
up with the opposition players in the kit 
room before the game. 

But this was not a catch-up with former 
team-mates, it was an opportunity to pray with 
Portsmouth’s flourishing Christian contingent. 

A huge, hulking centre-back, Moore was a formi¬ 
dable presence on the pitch, as any striker who com¬ 
peted against him would attest to. 

Off the pitch there is still the same determination 
driving the man forward, but there is also a calming 
warmth and amiable manner. Moore found Christian¬ 
ity during his time at Bradford City and, since then, 
faith has played a huge role in his life. 

Linvoy Primus was one of those members of the 
Portsmouth prayer group, and remains close to the 
Baggies boss to this day. 

“There were nine players at Portsmouth who were 
Christians,” Primus said. “Whenever Darren came 
back with West Brom he would come in and pray. 

“It was a unique thing that happened but it was a 
place where you could get some peace.” 

Bradford 

In 2002, Primus and Moore helped set up the Faith 
and Football charity with former player Micky Mel¬ 
lows and Primus now offers support to Christians in 
the game through another charity called Christians 
In Sport. 

Moore’s faith has already played a role during his 
time in charge of the Baggies. Wayne Jacobs, who was 
his team-mate at Bradford, is a Christian too and one 
of the reasons Moore turned to the religion. 

Jacobs was the unseen member of Moore’s coach¬ 
ing staff during his spell as caretaker and Moore is 
planning to use the man he trusts again next season. 

Primus believes Moore’s faith will play a huge 
role in his approach to management. “Darren’s been 
in the industry for a very long time,” said Primus. 
“What you see is what you’re going to get. His iden¬ 
tity isn’t going to be defined by the job he’s got, his 
identity is in the person he follows, which is Christ. 

“He’s a thoughtful guy anyway and his support for 
people is going to be number one in that.

“The industry of football has got a very quick turn¬ 
around in terms of staff, managers and players and 
it’s very hard to build a legacy, but I think Darren 
will, through his faith, be able to show the value to 
every single person involved to make going forward 
as a club successful.” 

Lee Bradbury was also playing at Portsmouth near 
the start of the century, and remains close friends 
with Moore. He is now manager of Havant & Wa- 
terlooville, and has just guided them to back-to-back 
titles that have taken the Hawks into the National 
League. 

The 42-year-old employs a chaplain at his club and 
believes Moore’s faith will support him in the season 
ahead. “Darren’s got some really good tools, he’ll be 
hardworking, honest and transparent with the play¬ 
ers,” said Bradbury. 

“And they know those qualities that he’s got are 
genuine, rather than for an ulterior motive. He’ll stay 
true to himself and his faith will help him along the 
way. Jesus has helped him get to where he is, so he’s 
more than happy to put his faith in God.” 

Bradbury came up and stayed with Moore on the 
weekend of Albion’s stunning victory over Tottenham 
at The Hawthorns towards the end of last season. 

At the time, Jake Livermore’s 92nd-minute winner 
kept alive the club’s slim hopes of survival. 

“The place was buzzing!” recalled Bradbury. “You 
could feel that the fans wanted him to get the job 
because of the connection they have for him. They 
might not have met him, but he’s a family man, and 
he’s trying to instil those qualities at the club.” 

Bradbury expects Moore to employ a club chaplain 


at Albion in the coming months, and it’s something 
he’d recommend. “Some players don’t want to talk to 
managers, so to have someone who people can trust 
and speak openly to is really important,” he said. 

“Everyone’s got different faiths, if you can help 
them be comfortable in the workplace, that’s half the 
battle.” 

It’s not just the players that need that support net¬ 
work. The man himself also needs someone to lean 
on, even if it looks like nothing would ever topple 
him. Every six months, Moore meets up with a sup¬ 
port network for Christians in football ran by Primus 
through the Christians in Sport charity. 

Depending on availability, the group can range 
from between half a dozen people to upwards of 30. 
They meet in hotel foyers, restaurants, and even 
training grounds, whatever is convenient. 

“There’s a number of Christian footballers and 
coaches in the Midlands so we try and get the group 
together,” explained Primus. 

“Ultimately, we ask how does God say you should 
deal with these things? 

“Cyrille Regis used to come along as well.” 

Regis was a Christian too, and used to attend the 
same large family church as Moore, the Renewal 
Christian Centre in Solihull. 

The legendary Albion striker was Moore’s mentor 
and would have been a part of his team next season 
had he not passed away so suddenly at the age of 59. 

Regis was one of a kind, but Primus hopes that gap 
on Moore’s journey ahead will be filled by others from 
the church who will offer their support. 

“His local church will be part of that support, with 
that support he will be able to move forward and get 
through. It’s more about the man than the job that 
he’s doing.” 

Albion’s new head coach has a strong affinity to the 
surrounding community. He grew up playing football 
in an underpass in Handsworth, and is well aware 
of the importance of the club to those who follow it. 

Sixteen years ago he helped set up Faith and Foot¬ 
ball with Primus, a community charity aimed at serv¬ 
ing local areas in Portsmouth and Handsworth. 

“We really wanted to look at the way we serve the 
community,” said Primus. “We knew football would 
be an easy draw, everyone likes football. I think it’s 
an exciting time for the club. This is what he’s wanted 
to do, he’s always wanted to be the manager.”
